LAUNCHES 5000-FOOT TUBE 
FOR HARNESSING GULF STREAM 


French Scientist Succeeds, After 
Two Attempts, in Starting Power 
Project. ' 
By the Associated Press. 
MATANZAS, Cuba, Sept. 8.— 


Prof. Georges Claude, French 
scientist, expects to proceed at 
once with development of his 
scheme to produce _ inexpensive 
power from the Gulf Stream. 

Elated at success, finally, of 
launching his 5000-foot tube to 
draw cold water from the depths 
below the Gulf Stream, he expects 
little further difficulty to attach to 
his million-dollar experiment. 

The tube, probably the most ex- 
pensive part of the project, was 
slipped into the water off this port 
yesterday after two previous at- 
tempts had failed because, Prof. 
Claude charged, of sabotage by in- 
terests opposed to his idea. 

Claude’s plan is to use a warm 
water engine with turbines operat- 
ing in a vacuum, utilizing the 
warmth of the Gulf Stream. In 
experiments with the engine he has 
run a turbine at the rate of 6000 
revolutions a minute. 

He has the backing of the 
French Academy of Science and the 
Cuban Government in the venture.

Palestine Row Settled. 

The council announced the 
amicable settlement of the deli- 
cate situation which had arisen as 
the result of the mandates com- 
mission’s recent frank criticisms of 
British administration in Palestine. 

The situation was settled “with 
peace and honor for all,” accord- 
ing to a statement made at the 
opening session of the Council. 

The Mandates Commission, in 
making its recent report on Pales- 
tine, in which were incorporated 
criticisms of the British adminis- 
tration, was acting in its proper 
function, the League Council was 
told by its mandates reporter, 
Hjalmar Procope of Finland. 

Arthur Henderson, British Foreign 
Secretary, in behalf of Great Brit- 
ain, the mandatory ‘Power, ex- 
pressed his thanks for the concilia- 
tory nature of Procope’s report and 
said that Great Britain recognized 
the right of the Mandates Com- 
mission to pass judgment on the 
acts of the administrator. 

In effect, Henderson declared 
that while his recent rejoinder to 
the commission’s criticisms was 
somewhat direct in phraseology, 
his Government understood the 
commission’s attitude and would 
be glad to continue its efforts to 
establish conditions in Palestine 
on which the peace and prosperity 
of all peoples there would be se- 
cured. 

Great Britain’s Difficulties. 

Procope in his report empha- 
sized the tremendous difficulties 
faced by Great Britain in attempt- 
ing to facilitate the establishment 
of a Jewish national home planned 
and at the same time encourage 
the growth of political institutions 
for the welfare of the Arabs. 

This conciliation of a situation 
which had been regarded in some 
quarters as a break between Great 
Britain and the commission which 
supervises for the League the man- 
agement of mandatories, was hailed 
as testimony to the spirit of co-op- 
eration and “give and take” which 
the League has been working to 
develop in internntional relations. 

The reporter's finding, after dis- 
cussing the complexity of the Pal- 
estine, situation, recommended to 
the Council ‘‘to request the British 
Government to adopt such meas- 
ures as it thinks necessary to give 
effect to the recommendations and 
conclusions therein and to take the 
action suggested by the commis- 
sion on the annual report for 1929.” 

The Persian representative on 
the Council, spokesman of a Mos- 
lem people, expressed full confi- 
dence in the mandatory Power and 
urged that the interests of the 
Arabs in Palestine be not negiect- 
ed;

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—A million 
dollars each was left to the Salva-

According to the information in 
the hands of St. Louis authorities, 
an indirect effort has been made 
to bribe policemen on guard at 
Scorfina’s home at 807 Carr street, 
apparently so that “friends” of the 
grocer may discourage him in his 
intention of testifying against the 
three men under indictment in 
Judge Miller’s’ court and two oth- 
ers held at Belleville without bond 
pending consideration of their case 
by the grand jury. 

Still another attempt has been 
made, Chief of Police Gerk is in- 
formed, to obtain testimony of po- 
licemen for an alibi defense for 
two of the-prisoners, Frank Agru- 
sa, said to be head of the St. Louis 
Mafia, and Vito Impastato, his 
right hand man. , 

Agrusa and Impastato are held 
without bond pending considera- 
tion of their case by the St. Clair 
County grand jury which convened 
today. Three other gangsters, Bap- 
tista Bommarito, Mike Lombardo 
and Sora Mantia, are held under 
indictments charging kidnaping for 
ransom, a capital offense, and 
armed robbery. 
$50,000 “to Look the Other Way.” 

Last week a policeman of the 
Carr Street District reported he 
had been approached by a friend of 
the prisoners, who asked him to 
use his influence to get the guards 
at the Scorfina home to relax their 
vigilance and allow a visitor of the 
gang’s selection to get into the 
home. 

Fifteen policemen, five on each 
of the three watches of the day, are 
guarding the home of the grocer 
to protect his wife and seven chil- 
dren. The policeman was told, he 
reported, that “it will be worth 
$50,000 to get two of those fellows 
to look the other way fat a few 
minutes.” 

The policeman promptly report- 
ed the offer to Police Captain Nally, 
his district commander, who took 
the information to Chief Gerk. 

Capt. Nally also laid before 
Chief Gerk reports by other po- 
licemen who had been asked by 
residents of the Carr Street Dis- 
trict if they had seen Agrusa and 
Impastato in a given locality, usu- 
ally a restaurant, at the time of 
the kidnaping. 

“It will be worth your while if 
you can say you saw them,” the 
policemen have been told in each 
instance.

DARIEN, Ga., Sept. 8.—In the 
face of machine guns mounted in 
the streets, an armed band of men 
ferced its way into the McIntosh 
County jail today and _ § lynched 
George Grant, 40-year-old Negro, 


accused of killing one policeman 
and wounding three other persons 
in an early morning pistol fight. 

The men disregarded the pleas 
of Col. Roy Neal, commanding the 
Savannah unit of the National 
Guard and holding county officers 
outside the jail at bay with shot- 
guns, crashed into the building. 

Grant was shot to death in his 
cell while Col. Neal pleaded with 
the men to “let the Negro live until 
we catch the other one.” 

The other Negro who took part 
in the fight was surrounded in a 
nearby marshland by several hun- 
dred men and his capture was ex- 
pected momentarily. 

Resisted Arrest. 

Early this morning R. J. Ander- 
s0n, a Darien Marshall, was 
wounded as he sought to arrest two 
Negroes who aroused his. suspi- 
cions as they approached a bank. 
A posse trailed them into the 
swamp near‘the city and Robert 
Freeman, Chief of the Glynn Coun- 
ty police, was killed and the.others 
were wounded as the Negroes 
opened fire on their pfirsuers. 

Others in the posse continued 
the search and arrested Grant some 
time later. 

Grant insisted he was not the 
slayer of Freeman, but Anderson 
said he was the man who fired 
the shots. Anderson, wounded in 
the hand, shoulder and thigh, re- 
turned to Darien from the Bruns- 
wick Hospital and identified Grant 

as the actual killer. 


On Opposite Sides of River. 

Soon after the jail shooting, of- 
ficers and men of the 118th Field 
Artillery, Georgia National Guard, 
were dispatched to Darien and 
threw up a military guard about 
the streets and the jait 

Meanwhile, the group that had 
swarmed the jail and killed Grant, 
took up a stand = ite the banks 
of the Altamaha River. Opposite 
were members of the National 
Guard, walking posts with machine 
guns mounted for action. 

The group formed about the jail 
soon after Freeman had been

EARTH SHOCKS IN ITALY: 
DAMAGED BUILDINGS FALL 


Loud Rumblings Preceding Tem- 
blor Terrorize People in Zone 
Previously Stricken.

CANDELA, Foggia, Italy, Sept. 
8.—-A strong earth shock of six 
secotids duration was felt here a 
few minutes before midnight.

No Mention of ‘Prohibition 
to Be Made—Hawes to 
Announce Formally His 
Retirement in 1933.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 8.—A 
peculiar intermingling of Demo- 
cratic and Republican politics will 
save Secretary of State Charles U. 


Becker, Attorney-General Stratton 
Shartel and State Treasurer Larry 
Brunk from criticism in the Demo- 
cratic State platform in connection 
with the official scandals growing 
out of the $2,000,000 collapse of W. 
H. Young & Bro., and from criti- 
cism for the Pierre Chouteau bond 
sales manipulation, which formed 
the subject of controversy between 
Sharte] and Brunk two months 
ago. 

In fact, Democratic leaders are 
working feverishly to prevent the 
mention in the platform, to be 
adopted by the State convention 
tomorrow, of the names of any of 
the Republican State officials, and 
so far there is no interest being 
_ghown in bringing the official con- 
cuct of these three State officers 
to public attention in the platform. 

It is virtually certain that neith- 
er Becker nor Shartel nor Brunk 
will be mentioned regardless of the 
fact that privately Democrats gen- 
erally express the opinion that the 
Becker-Shartel-Brunk record has 
Shaken public confidence in the 
State Capitol officers, and that the 
record will help the Democrats. 

Democrats’ Reasons, 

The reason, or reasons, because 
there are several, for the Demo- 
cratic solicitude for the ficials 
is easily understood by those fa- 
millar with State political condi- 
tions. 

In the first place, ‘Charles M. 
Howell, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and State 
Senator A, L. McCawley of Car- 
thage, one of the powers in the 
party, appeared as attorneys for 
the Youngs, and. though there has 
been no suggestion that either 
served in other than the legitimate 
role of attorney, their connection 
with the case is sufficient reason. 
A eriticism of Becker's renewal of 
the Young brothers’ license would 
inferentially at least be a criticism 
of Howell and McCawley. 

Furthermore, it has been Beck- 
er’s policy to ignore the usual cus- 
tom of appointing only members 
of the party to which the officer 
belongs, while of course a large 
majority of the employes in Beck- 
er’s office are Republicans, he has 
found places in his department for 
some Democrats. These appoint- 
ments have been handed out with 
due consideration for the help the 
appointee could be to Becker. Thus 
while the Democrats probably 
would be willing to talk about Shar- 
tel and Brunk, but they cannot do 
that without talking about Becker, 
so the three will escape. 

Conventions Open Tomorrow. 

Republicans and Democrats be- 
gan gathering last night for their 
party conventions, which open at 
noon tomorrow.

SIMON W. STRAUS. 
“DIES: MORTEAGE 
BOND ORIENATOR 


New York and Chicago 

Banker Succumbs at 64 to 
‘ Infirmity That Followed 
“ Surgical Operation.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.— Simon 
William Straus, who originated the 
mortgage bond plan which put the 
small invéstor into big real estate 


deals and developed his firm of 
S. W. Straus & Co. from @ small 
concern to a corporation doing 
more than $100,000,000 business 
yearly, died yesterday at his home 
in the Ambassador Hotel following 
an illness of a year. He was 64 
years old. 

The bankers death came at a 
time when it was thought that he 
had begun to recover -from the 
weakened condition which followed 
an operation for gall stones last 
October. He was stricken in the 
early part of 1929 while traveling 
in Europe and returned home for 
surgical treatment. He rallied at 

rief intervals, but never fully re- 
covered, although a few days ago 
an improvement in his condition 
had been reported. 

Ss. J. T. Straus, a brother, who 
is vice chairman of the board of 
S. W. Straus & Co., Inc., will suc- 
ceed to the dead banker’s position 
as chairman of the board. 

Born in Indiana. 

Simon Straus was born at Lig- 
onier, Ind., Dec. 3, 1866, the son 
of Frederick M. and Madelon M. 
Goldsmith Straus. In entering the 
banking business he followed the 
footsteps of his father, a native of 
Rhenish Prussia, Germany, who 
came to America in 1852, and first 
settled in Auburn, Ind., later mov- 
ing to Ligonier, where he founded 
@ bank. 

While Simon Straus was a boy 


his father moved to Chicago and | 
started a mortgage loan business. } 


His son was educated at the public 
schools of that city and a high 
school in Cincinnati. He entered 
his father’s business in Chicago in 
1884 and two years later when his 
father retired, young Straus took 
over the firm. 

The development of the _ sky- 
scraper gave Straus the idea of the 
mortgage real estate bond. Under 
this plan bonds of small denomi- 
nations were floated on first mort- 
gages enabling wage earners and 
salaries workers to profit by the 
financing of large building proj- 
ects. As many large buildings in 
the leading cities of the country 
were financed by Straus’ firm, it 
developed into a corporation of na- 
tional scope. 

Established Three Banks. 

In 1915 Straus moved his busi- 
ness to New York. But before 
leaving Chicago he founded in 
1911 the Franklin Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank in that city. In 1928 
he established the Straus National 
Bank and Trust Co. of New York 
and the Straus National Bank and 
Trust Co. of Chicago. He _ re- 
tained the presidency of these 
three banks until his death. He 
also organized the Ambassador 
Hotels System and was its first 
president, but. four years ago he 
resigned that position and became 
chairman of the board. 

Straus took an active interest in 
organized charity in Chicago and 
New York, giving many large do- 
nations for relief of the needy. 
For his charitable work in France 
he was made a chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor in 1927. 

Straus strove to encourage 
thrift among his employes by giv- 
ing those who had worked 10 
years for him a bonus of a dollar 
for each dollar up to $250 which 
they deposited in savings accounts 
with his firm. The plan met with 
such a response that at the end 
of the first year a total of $500,000 
in bonuses was paid. 

Opposed Tipping System. 

Early in his career the banker's 
aversion to what he considered 
waste took the form of open hos- 
tility to tipping waiters and other 
people who served him. He called 
tipping “petty bribery.” But he 
finally had to give in to the tip- 
ping custom, explaining that he 
found it necessary to give gratui- 
ties to get the same service as his 
neighbor. 

Straus encouraged his employes 
to improve their positions and 
many of his executives have risen 
from the ranks. Nicholas Roberts, 
who in 1928 succeeded Straus as 
president of S. W. Straus & Co.. 
Inc., which position he will con- 
tinue to hold; was one of these. 
Mr. Roberts joined the organiza- 
tion in 1911 as a bond salesman 
and became vice president in 1916.

The combined ‘plant the Oak- 
land Foundry Co. and a subsidiary, 
the Quality Stove & Range Co. at 
Belleville, was destroyed by fire 
today with a loss estimated at 
$500,000. The origin was not de- 
termined. 

The fire spread quickly from the 


three-story frame warehouse to 
five other buildings. All were soon 
in ruins despite the efforts of three 
pumpers from the two Belleville 
fire houses and a enigne sent by 
the East St. Louis Fire Depart- 
Employes of nearby indus- 
trial plants assisted in the protec- 
tion of other buildihgs by forming 
bucket lines and keeping roofs 
drenched. 

Before the flames reached the 
pattern shop, it was possible to 
remove valuable patterns which 
may enable the company to con- 
tinue production on a small scale 
in its old plant a short distance 
away. Office records also were 
saved from the two-story stucco 
office building. 

7000 New Stoves Ruined. 

The loss in buildings was placed 
at $200,000 by Henry Ehret, a 
stockholder and a brother of 
Hugo Ehret, president of the com- 
pany. Equipment and stock worth 
$300,000 were destroyed, he said, 
the loss being particularly heavy 
because of the destruction of 7000 
heating stoves which were to have 
been shipped this week, and 100 
gas and coal‘ ranges. 

Alfred Kna.., who lives near 
the plant, bounded by the Louis- 
ville & Tashville Railroad tracks, 
A and B streets and Florida ave- 
nue, discovered flames issuing 
from the warehouse at 5:50 o’clock. 
Those who arrived the:~. first said 
the blaze had started near an ele- 
vator shaft, offering an upward 
draft to speed the progress of the 
fire. 

Flames breaking through the 
roof soon spread to the buildings 
housing the office, foundry, clean- 
ing room, mounting room and pat- 
tern shop, and strips of flaming 
paper roofing were flying high in 
the air, danger from them being 
reduced somewhat by recent rains 
which dampened grass and roofs.

ACCUSED OF FORCING 
WIFE TO POISON SELF 


Chicago Man, Said to Have 
Made Her Sign Home Over 
to Another Woman. , 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—Circum- 
stances surrounding the death of 
Mrs. May Moore, 46 years old, wife 
of Watson W. Moore, an account- 
ant, were further confused by the 
discovery that Moore, accused of 
forcing his wife to kill herself, also 
induced her to sign a deed that con- 
veyed the Moore home to another 
woman. 
- Moore is 38, and seyen years ago 
was an inmate of the Bloomingdale 
Asylum in New York. He denies 
he forced his wife to take poison, 
but admits suggesting last Monday 
night that she do so “and end her 
troubles.” There was a quarrel 
overheard by a maid. “I don’t want 
to do it,”” Mrs. Moore repeated sev- 
eral times, according to the maid. 

The maid, Vera Hasibar, testi- 
fied at the inquest Saturday that 
Moore stayed in his wife’s’ room 
until early morning and at 2 a. m. 
she saw him stooping over the 
form of his wife, who was in bed. 
An hour later Moore called the 
maid and they went into Mrs. 
Moore's room and found her dead. 
There were yellow stains on the 
pillow. 

“T stood by you, and now you 
must stand/by me,” the girl quoted 
him as saying. “Remember that 
May died of a heart attack.” A phy- 
sician was called, and issued a 
certificate giving heart disease as 
the cause'of death. The body was 
then hurriedly buried. William 
McPhee, Mrs. Moore’s brother, be- 
came suspicious. He searched the 
sister’s room and found a bottle 
eontaining a few drops. The body 
was exhumed and the vital organs 
and bottle were turned over to the 
Coroner for analysis. 

The maid told the Coroner that 
on Aug. 12 Mrs. Moore attempted 
suicide with gas, and Moore said to 
her, “‘Use poison next time.” Moore 
is held without bail on a charge 
of murder, and the inquest will go 
over until Sept. 19, when the Coro- 
ner’s chemist is expected to re- 
port. 

Moore declined to testify at the 
inquest. Beside him sat his aged 
father, Watson F. Moore, a Duluth 
grain operator.

VICE-PRESIDENT CURTIS 
DENIES USING INFLUENCE 
TO GET ALCOHOL PERMIT 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. 

ICE} PRESIDENT CURTIS 
PV ise night denied he had 

used his influenee in caus- 
ing alcohol permits to be is- 
sued, as charged in an article 
published by Maurice Camp- 
bell, former prohibition admin- 
istrator in New York. 

“I was greatly amazed,” said 
Curtis, ‘‘to read the statement 
in the Washington Post in Maj. 
Campbell’s article on prohibi- 
tion enforcement that I, while 
a Senator, had used my in- 
fluence’ in Washington and 
caused him to issue an alcohol 
permit. I have never used my 
influence either directly or in- 
directly to have such a permit 
issued and if my name was used 
by anyone it was done without 
my knowledge or consent. I 
did not at any time back cam- 
paign managers or any one else 
by my influence in Washing- 
ton for the purpose of secur- 
ing alcohol permits as ateged 
by Maj. Campbell.” 

The reference to Mr. Curtis 
Was contained in the first of a 
series of syndicated § articles 
dealing with enforcement con- 
ditions written by Campbell. 


tative La Guardia, who is always 
ready to shout about ine sins and 
inefficiencies of prohibition agents, 
were always insistent that the 
henchmen of their wet organiza- 
tions should have jobs enforcing 
the dry law, irrespective of their 
records. : 

In planning secret raids, I some- 
times had to trick my agents to 
keep the black sheep among them 
from betraying me. ° 

And when my men, mostly sin- 
cere and competent, made arrests 


and got evidence, their cases fre-} 


quently ran into almost complete 
nullification of criminal favorit- 
ism in the office of the United 
States Attorney, Charles H. Tuttle. 

Special emissaries, sent from 
Washington headquarters in cases 
where political influence was 
brought to bear, ignored the evi- 
dence we had obtained, sought to 
overrule my findings, in some cases 
betrayed the secrets of my office. 


Envisions Heavy Pressure. 

Today a new political campaign 
is warming up. Certainly Andrew 
McCampbell, the new prohibition 
administrator in New York, and 
my former assistant, William P. 
Moss,-who now has the job of 
issuing permits in New York State, 
are facing enormous pressure, ex- 
actly as is every other prohibition 
executive in the country, for quite 
aside from personal bribes and 
graft, the political game is to try 
to buy campaign contributions and 
political favors with bootleg con- 
cessions, 

I am perfectly confident that i 
I had been willing to accept orders 
from Washington and to accom- 


»>modate the local politicians at the 


expense of honest enforcement, I 
might sfill, if I desired, be holding 
a high Government job in New 
York, carrying on a sham battle 
for the eighteenth amendment. 
But long before I resigned I had 
served notice that when the July 1 
reorganization came about I would 
have nothing more to do with the 
enforcement of the Volstead law. I 
am still a prohibitionist at heart. 
For years before I took my prohibi- 
tion job I hadn” had a drink and I 
don’t expect to take one for years 
to come. But my experience has 
taught me that the dry law has 
subsidized crime and linked it in- 
dizsolubly with politics. It contam- 
inates everything it touches. And 
the situation never will be cleaned 


to Superiors. 

So intolerable did my situation 
become during the summer of the 
1928 presidential campaign that I 
wrote my resignation, because I 
felt I could no longer remain in 
the service under oath and’ obey 
the orders issued to me from Wash- 
ington. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
who had brought about my en- 
trance into the service, persuaded 
meé to remain because of the dam- 
age my resignation and its conse- 
quent announcenient would cause to 
Republican’ chances in New York.

During that summer I told all 
the facts to Ogden Mills, Under Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. [I told them 
to Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt. 
I told them to Gen. Andrews and 
know that he told them to Col. 
William J. Donovan, then nfi- 
dential campaign advisor to’ Her- 
bert Hoover. It would surprise me 
to know that Mr. Hoover was not 
made aware of them at that time.

Tells of Hanlon’s Exile. 
I fought and resisted the politi- 


cians in both Washington and New 


York during my whole three years 
in the New York office. But they 
got no favors from me. Besides a 
marked increase in criminal inves- 
tigations under my regime I ac- 
complished a vast reduction in al- 
cohol and liquor withdrawals. Dur- 
ing 1929: I either revoked or re- 
fused to renew permits aggregat- 
ing a yearly withdrawal of alcohol 
amounting to more than 1,700,000 
gallons, which would have gone al- 
most entirely into bootleg chan- 
nels. 

But was I drying up New York? 
I was not. What good did it do 
for me to reduce withdrawals when 
alcohol was pouring into my dis- 
trict from every direction, particu- 
larly from New Jersey? 

In Newark, center of North Jer- 
sey’s pbdlitical hotbed, a former ad- 
ministrator, Col. A. J. Hanlon, tried 
during his term of office to cut 
down alcohol withdrawals, too. He 
was sent to Porto Rico. Col. Han- 
lon’s transfer occurred after he 
refused to issue a permit to the 
National Graint Yeast Co., the at- 
torney for which was David E. K. 
Bruce, son-in-law of Secretary 
Mellon. After Hanlon left for 
Porto Rico the permit was issued. 

Cites Ritz Raid. 

This is another campaign year 
and the politicians wanted to get 
me out. Repeatedly the Republl- 
can leaders told me that my en- 
forcement policy was hurting the 
party in New Yor.k And lest I 
be taken for just another “sore- 
head,”” perhaps I had better tell 
now the full circumstances of my 
resignation. 

But first let me tell one incident 
by the way. On June 24 my agents 
raided the Ritz-Carlton Hotel, hay- 
ing previously secured evidence of 
the sale of whisky and champagne 
on the premises. The next day I 
was in Washington. Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran, to my as- 
tonishment, informed me that Sec- 
retary Mellon was greatly § dis- 
pleased because of the raid on the 
Ritz and that his hand had trem- 
bled when he spoke of it. Accord- 
ing to Doran, the reason for this 
displeasure was that the Ritz was 
the hote! where the secretary al- 
ways stayed when he came to New 
York. I can't see why the Ritz 
should be more favored than the 
Bowery dives I had raided a few 
days before, an“ I should not have 
hesitated to raid the hotel even if 
the secretary had been staying 
there at the time; but although the 
New York politicians were clamor- 
ing to be rid of me I can't help 
having a feeling—it may be only 
a hunch—that the Ritz incident 
was the straw that broke Camp-

June 27 it was announced to the 


| newspapers, without any previous 


knowledge on my part, that I was 
transferred to the post of super- 
visor of permits in Boston and I 
immediately resigned, effective 
June 30. 

What happened was this, 
Wednesday, June 25, 1 was sum- 
moned to Washington to discuss 
impending changes in the prohibi- 
tion administration, Enforcement 
activities were to be transferred 
to the Department of Justice, but 
the issuance of permits was to re- 
main with the Treasury. Qn two 
occasions I already had refused to 
accept a transfer to the Depart- 
ment of Justice because I had long 
been disgusted with the futility of, 
enforcement activities, I was, how- 
ever, willing to remain in charge 
of permits, for a while at least. 

At the commissioner’s office ] 
met Commander John D. Penning- 
ton, the administrator at Pitts- 
burg, who also had been summoned 
and who also had indicated he did 
not want to continue enforcement 
work. Dr. Doran began to explain 
the general set-up of the two new 
organizations. He informed us that 
the New York and Philadelphia 
permit offices would be the most 
important in the country, and that 
as Pennington and I were consid- 
ered the most efficient adminis- 
trators it was natural that those 
two districts should be assigned to 
us. 

Dr. Doran suggested that it 
might be a good thing if we 
swapped districts, Pennington tak- 
ing New York State and I taking 
the Philadelphia office, over Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey. But for 
personal reasons neither of us 
wanted to do it; for me it would 
have meant keeping up two homes, 
with no additional pay. Besides. 
if our work had been so satis- 
factory, as the commissioner had 
said, it seemed but logical to leave 
us where we were already famili:r 
with a good proportion of the ter- 
ritory that would be under us. If 
we traded it would be months be- 
fore either of us could be réally 
efficient, probably not until after 
election. 


Dr. Doran informed us further 
that Col. Samuel O. Wynne, the 
administrator in Philadelphia, al- 
so had been summoned to Washing- 
ton and that he was to be trans- 
ferred to the Department of Jus- 
tice as administrator in charge of 
enforcement in the Philadelphia 
district. That was understood td 
be agreeable to him. But Wynne 
had another idea. 

On being summoned, instead of 
coming directly tothe commis- 
sioner’s office, he had come to 
Washington with Senator Grundy 
of Pennsylvania and had gone 
directly to Secretary Mellon's of- 
fice; and there Mr. Melion prom- 
ised Senator Grundy that Wynne 
should have the permit job in 
Philadelphia. 

Read of His Transfer. 

Meanwhile Pennington had con- 
sulted Senator Reed, bit by the’| 
time Reed got to Melion the prom- 
ise had been given. Forthwith, 
without consulting Pennington, the 
Department of Justice sent an an- 
nouncement to the press for re- 
lease that night that Pennington 
was slated for the prohibition en- 
forcement post in Philedelphia. 
Pennington heard about it and

Why Board Was Created. 

The State Survey Commission 
was provided for in an act of the 
Fifty-fifth General Assembly ap- 
proved by the Governor on May 3, 
1929. 

In order to understand the prob- 
lems submitted to the commission, 
the investigations made and “the 
recommendations submitted it is 
necessary to have some knowledge 
of the conditions which led to the 
enactment of this law. Of chief 
importance were the unsatisfactory 
situation in the public schools and 
the lack of sufficient revénue to 
meet the pressing needs of the 
State. It is desirable to give a brief 
account of the development of 
these conditions. 

Missouri has followed the policy 
of local control of public schools 
and has used the small district as 
opposed to the township or county 
as the unit of school administra- 
tion. As a result most of the rurai 
school districts have been unable 
to secure sufficient money for 
school purposes by local taxation. 
They secured some assistance from 
their share of the income of the 
various school funds and of an-— 
nual appropriations of one-third of 
the State revenue for school pur- 
poses, but these produced only a 
small amount for each child in the

the public schools these conditions 
will be considered in detail and 
the efforts of the Legislature to 
improvethis situation will be. dis- 
cussed. While much benefit re- 
sulted from these measures it still 
was impossible for most of the dis- 
tricts to provide the minimum 
standard of educational facilities. 
Teachers and educational adminis- 
trators were well acquainted with 
the facts and were persistent in 
their efforts to improve the situa- 
tion. 

Any substantial increase in the 
State appropriation for public 
schools was made impossible by the 
fact that the revenue of the State 
was too small to meet the needs 
of the State government and its in- 
stitutions. This condition has 
existed off and on for 30 years. It 
was due first to the fact that most 
of the State’s reveaue came from 
the tax on property and the Con- 
stitution pro’ ibited any increase in 
the rate of this tax. The second 
cause was the large increase in 
State activities and in the number 
of State institutions resulting in 
greater demands upon the State’s 
revenue. In 1875, there were only 
18 separate State departments, 
boards, etc., an. eight State insti- 


tutions, the penitentiary, two insti- 
tutions for the insane, one each for 
the blind and deaf, the wniversity 
and two normal schools. These 
increased gradually during the next 
20 years and r-pidly after 1895 so 
that today there are upwards of 30 
State institutions and more than 
twice as many departments, boards, 
etc. 
Gov. Gardner’s Action. 

The strain upon State revenue 
led to the passage of the collateral 
inheritance tax lav for the benefit 
of the State University in 1899. The 
proceeds from this tax increased 
the maintenance fund of the uni- 
versity and provided additional 
buildings but was of no help to 
other institutions and departments. 
Deficits were prevented only by the 
action of successive Governors in 
vetoeing and holding up items in 
appropriation bills. After his elec- 
tion in 1916, Gov. Gardner recog- 
nized the existence of a deficiency 
in State revenues and called a con- 
ference of representative citizens to 
consider the j}roblem. With the 
approval of this body the Governor 
recommended and the Legislature 
of 1917 enacted laws providing a

Natural Gas and St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your issue of Aug. 20, a communi- 

cation entitled “Grant No Gas Fran- 
chises” wisely advises cities and towns 
of Missouri not to grant any franchise 
for natural gas, but to get together and 
contract with independent producers. 

St. Louis has for many years been de- 
prived of this great natural boon and the 
most important means—low cost gas— 
of making this a clean, smokeless city. 
Oklahoma, Louisiana and Texas, during 
1928, produced over 50 per cent of the 
natural gas consumed in the United 
States, with the average value per thou- 
sards cubic feet at the wells of about 5 
cents. They produced in 1928, 850,672,- 
000 thousand cubic feet of gas. The 
production of natural gas in the United 
States in 1906 was 339,000,000 thousand 
cubic feet; in 1929, 1,890,000,000 thou- 
sand cubic feet, that is, 1,890,000,000,000 
cubic feet. In 1906 the domestic con- 
sumers of natural gas numbered 884,018. 
In 1229, 4,800,000. Of all this great in- 
crease St. Louis, steeped in smoke and 
gioom and dirt, got none. This is the 
result of a private corporation owning 
the gas pipe distributing system in the 
city. It gives it a practical and actual 
monopoly. 

The recently completed natural gas 
pipe line to the city will be of little bene- 
fit and only to a few large industries but 
of none to the domestic consumers. The 
natural gas supply of that company and 
the pipe line itself are owned by ex- 
ploiting Eastern interests; and, together 
with the ownership by private interests 
of the pipe distribution system in the 
city, constitutes a monopoly from which 
the public at large will obtain no bene- 
fit. Under the viciously unjust “cost of 
reproduction value’’ scheme the public 
pays for its gas a profit on more than 
$15,000,000 for which there is no in- 
vestment, and more than $1,000,000 a 
year excess profit is extracted from the 
public by outside exploiters, over and 
above a large profit on the actual exist- 
ing investment. : 

The only remedy for this stagnation 
and exploitation is for the city to pro- 
vide its own pipe system in the city for 
distributing gas. It now owns and oOp- 
erates successfully the pipe system for 
water supply in addition to large and 
expensive pumping and filtering plants. 
It can, at far less initial outlay and at 
no ultimate expense,’ provide its own 


' pipe system for distributing gas, and 


cointainers for it, and the city could 
contract for the gas, natural or artificial, 
the control of quality and distribution to 
be solely by the city. The field would 
then be open also to chemists and chem- 
ical engineers to submit new and _ im- 
proved processes for the production of 
artificial gas, or to provide independent 


. plants for its production and supply to 


the city under competition. 

It is not too late for the city to pro- 
vide its own gas pipe distributing system 
for public supply of gas. The present 


. system, controlled by outside explpiters, 


has not the sole right to supply gas, or 


to distribute it, or lay pipe therefor. 


There are many streets, outside of the 
emall congested area, that are not per- 
manently paved, that can be used for the 
mains and secondary pipes, and _ the 
amaller pipes could when necessary be 
laid in alleys for reaching the homes. 
Unless this is done St. Louis will be 
mulcted every year for a large sum of 
money in excess of reasonable profit on 
actual investment that would pay for or 


_pedeem the investment in 10 or 15 years 


and be good for more than 50 years. If 
it is not done St. Louis will be deprived 
of the great boon of low cost gas and a 
emokeless city and will be steeped in 
smoke and stagnation for the next 50 
yeare or more.

| COURAGE OR COWARDICE? 

It is disheartening to learn that neither the Re- 
publicans nor Democrats contemplate taking a stand 
upon the prohibition issue at the’forthcoming Mis- 
souri conventions. 

With courageous states like New Jersey, Washing- 
ton and Wisconsin coming to grips with this bugaboo 
of American politics it is amazing that Missouri does 
not dare to be a Daniel. Missouri has usually set the 
fashion for political courage in the Western country. 
Missourians went into Texas and freed Texas from 
Mexico. Missourians won for the United States all 
that vast Western empire the boast of which is Cali- 
fornia. Missourians broke the Santa Fe and Oregon 
trails. They conquered the West. Yet along comes 
prohibition, which Missourians perforce despise be- 
cause it puts the Federal policeman in their midst, 
and Missouri is afraid to say whether it is a good 
thing or not! 

The Democrats over in Illinois are giving an exhi- 
bition of courage that should impress both parties 
in Missouri. They are out flatly against prohibition, 
and unless the people of Illinois have changed greatly 
from what they were when Abraham Lincoln led 
them against a great national evil the Democrats will 
carry the State.

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THE RURAL BREADLINE. 

If the farming industry had received adequate con- 
sideration from the politicians who have been in 
power for the last 10 years, there would have been no 
necessity for farm relief, and the effects of drouth 
could have been borne without the intervention of 
emergency committees. 

The condition to be met now is hardly one for the 
Red Cross except in isolated cases. Establishment of 
a soup kitchen fur Missouri farmers would cause a 
hearty laugh in even the worst stricken county, 
What is needful is an available supply of cheap, 
long-time credit. Funds of this sort are required for 
purchasing feed for dairy cattle and breeding stock, 
and to finance the replanting of the fields for next 
year’s crops. 

The farmer, at all events, is pretty close to the 
source of food supply. He is not going to starve, and 
neither is the town population if it is made pos- 
sible for the farmer to continue the business of pro- 
ducing food.

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: PROGRESS OF THE CONSOLIDATION MOVEMENT. 
The issue is being joined in the matter of the pro- 
posed union of St. Louis and St. Louis County as’ 
Greater St. Louis. The campaign for and against tlie 
enabling constitutional amendment has been opened, 
and until this matter has been passed upon by the 
people of the State the merits of the consolidation 
plan cannot hope to be very much discussed. 

The State vote will be taken at the November elec- 
tion, so the campaign is being carried out into the 
State by both sides. If the proposition is adopted by 
a@ majority vote it will be possible to submit the met- 
ropolitan charter to local electfons in the city and 
county several months later, and then the people of 
this community can determine for themselves if they 
want to create the city of Greater St. Louis and un- 
dertake to solve by united action in that way their 
mutual problems. 

Organization of the committees sponsoring the 
plan is well under way and it is anticipated that an 
association of opponents will be effected at Clayton 
tonight. The lines of battle are not yet entirely 
drawn, and they will not be drawn until the cam- 
paign opens for the adoption of the consolidation 
plan. It goes without Saying that St. Louis will some 
time extend her borders, which have by this time been 
overflown by almost a quarter of a million of her 
people. Whether it can be done in the way suggest- 
ed by Prof. Reed and his committee remains to he 
seen. It is at best a difficult matter. The last at- 
tempt at outright annexation was defeated in the 
county by communities which wanted to govern them- 
selves. The new plan undertakes to remove this ob- 
stacle by giving these communities home rule. How- 
ever, since no plan could give the politicians in the 
county ajl the power they now have, it must be ex- 
pected that they will always appear in opposition.

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INDUSTRY AND OLD AGE. 

Labor leaders and social workers have frequently 
asserted in recent months that American industry has 
drawn an old age dead line at 45 and will not employ 
workers who are older. Substance is now given to 
this charge by the publication of the results of a 
study made by the Califérnia State Department of 
Industrial Relations following an examination of the 
personnel policy of 2808 California employers. The 
department has announced that two-fifths of the 
workers in that State are employed by concerns which 
have established maximum age limits in hiring labor. 
Generally, the age limit was set at 50, often at 40, 
frequently at 35, sometimes at 45. Limits were found 
to be more generally imposed by large concerns than 
by small ones. In the public utilities, for instance, as 
many as 94 per cent of the workers were employed 
by concerns Which had drawn the age dead line. 

One cause of the movement appears to be the adop- 
tion of group insurance and pension plans by em- 
ployers. Age limits are two and one-half times as 
frequent in plants which have these plans as in those 
which have not. This development gives a severe 
blow to those who have hoped that private industry 
rather than the state would solve the problem of old 
age security. It is certain to strengthen the move 
ment for state unemployment insurance and old age 
pensions. 

When mergers make possible a reduction of the 
working force, when improved machinery replaces 
human labor, when the cost of private pension plans 


from the payroll. He then finds that further em- 
ployment is closed to him, no matter what his abil- 
ity or experience may be. When industry throws him 
aside it impoverishes itself. The older man is more 
experienced and has better judgment. He is steadier, 
more faithful and more reliable. His employment re- 
duces the cost of labor turnover in the plant. For 
many tasks he is better suited than his younger 
brother. 

None the less, he finds himself denied the right 
to earn a living. Even while he does work his mind 
is dominated by fear. His morale, and therefore the 
morale and the operating efficiency of the entire estab- 
lishment, must certainly suffer in consequence. 
Usually the man in middle life finds others—wife, 
minor children, aged parents—dependent upon him 
for support. His life is scarcely over at 40. Many 
years of potential usefulness lie before him. The 
community is illy served by an industry which de- 
nies him a livelihood and allows his productive ca- 
pacity to go to waste. As rising standards of liv- 
ing lower the birth rate and as advancing medical 
science lengthens the span of life, a growing portion 
of our population is to be found in the later age 
years. Certainly our society cannot afford to con- 
demn this group to idleness and want. 
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A PENAL PROGRAM. 

The Missouri Welfare League, an organization 
noted for its unflagging interest in penal conditions, 
has prepared a plank to present to State party plat- 
form conventions in Jefferson City tomorrow which 
contains some sound ‘ideas for improvement of our 
penal system. 

The main recommendation in the plank is for the 
relief of overcrowding in penal institutions, “to* be 
accomplished by the provision of new buildings; hos- 
pitals for tuberculous and insane prisoners; addi- 
tional farm lands to be administered by the De 
partment of Penal Institutions, or its legal successor, 
in connection with the penitentiary; and a new peni- 
tentiary; and by the increased use of bench parole 
and parole from State penal institutions, to be ap- 
plied to carefully selected, suitable individuals, on ef- 
fective terms, and under adequate supervision.” 

As everyone knows, the State prison is notoriously 
overcrowded and, unless means are taken to relieve 
it, Missouri is courting a repetition of the rioting 
of some months ago, if not a demonstration of 
more serious nature, such as occurred at Canon 
City, Colo., and Auburn, N. Y. Construction of the 
reformatory for first offenders, now under way, will 
relieve the condition to some extent, but with the 
rapid increase of our prison population .the reform- 
atory will not entirely solve the problem. 

Among national prison authorities, Missouri’s 
prison has an unsavory reputation, not only because 
it is too small for its purpose, but because parts of 
it are antiquated and unfit for human occupancy. 
We do not see how either political party can afford 
to ignore or neglect so pressing a situation as the 
one presented by the' Missouri Welfare League. 
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A GROWN-UPS’ WORLD. 

The increase of noisy school yards and bustling 
playgrounds notwithstanding, the life of boys and girls 
in the United States steadily becomes more like that 
of their elders. They live in an increasingly grown- 
up world. Figures quoted in the Survey Graphic show 
that whereas there were 1000 children under 16 years 
of age to 780 adults when Washington became Presi- 
dent, the balance had swung the other way by 1900, 
when for 1000 children there were 15806 grown peo- 
ple. On the same basis the number of grown-ups 10 
years ago had mounted to 1880 and now ts known 
to be 2000. In other words, today there are two 
adults to every child. 

Then, as if the shifting ratio were not enough to 
alter the experience of childhood, at the same time 
has come the urbanization of the country, bringing 
with it the restricted ways of modern life. Apart- 
ment dwelling necessarily means children are more 
in the company of grown people, less with other 
children. Instead of knowing the play life of children 
of a generation ago they share the metropolitan amuse 
ments of their parents. It is no wonder they take 
the adult view sooner than children once did and 
we need not be surprised that the 6-year-old daughter 
of today has an opinion of the movie star hardly less 
competent than that of her mother. 

Thus the same age which became the guardian 
of childhood against industria! exploitation has fur- 
nished the very elements that in other ways have so 
materially revised and shortened the period it set 
out to protect. |

HE federal form of our Government 
T was adopted originally as a means of 

protecting the weaker states against the 
stronger. But the Fathers did not take 
into account the possibility of an enormous 
multiplication of weak states such as has 
actually taken place. Yet they did their 
work well, for in federal form of govern- 
ment lies now the one reasonable hope of 
protecting the stronger states against the 
weaker, 

The census of 19306 reveals the fact that 
it is theoretically possible for a minofrity 
of some 51,000,000 of our people to impose 
their will upon a majority of 71,000,000, 
Under the terms of the Constitution the as- 
sent of three-fourths of the states is enough 
to put into effect any amendment of the 
organic law. There are 48 states, but the 
first 12 contain vastly more than half the 
population.

A state of vast area and negligible popula- 
tion, lacking capital, and needing huge out- 
lays in irrigation projects, hydro-electric de- 
velopments, and the like, naturally looks 
hopefully toward Washington and the Fed- 
eral Treasury. It can well afford to suffer 
all manner of Federal interference in its in- 
ternal affairs if thereby it may induce the 
Federal Government to spend money within 
its borders developing its resources. But 
the'thickly populated industrial states have 
no such benefits to expect. All they can get 
from Washington is the interference, with 
no cOmpensatory advantages. Naturally, 
then, what they most need from Washing- 
ton is to be let alone. 


But as the chasm widens between towns- 
man and countryman, there is less and iess 
reason to expect that Washington will be 
content to let the great states alone. For 
the great states are, in the main, urban 
states. Even North Carolina, up to 1910 the 
only state except Mississippi without a city, 
has developed two in the 75,000 class, and

During my first six months in 
New York certain persons tried to 
reach” me in every conceivable 
way. After three years some peo- 
ple were still hunting for the 


“back stairs” to my office, which 


did not exist. 
Sought Influence Through Wife. 

I was approached by oldtime 
friends and acquaintances from my 
theatrical days in behalf of boot- 
leggers with schemes that would 
have yielded me immense returns. 

One of my lifelong friends was 
approached with an offer of $259,- 
000 if I would loosen up .n sacra- 
mental wine in a way that would 
have appeared perfectly legitimate, 
giving apparent supervision to a 
group of approved rabbis. 

A former business associate ap- 
proached me with a suggestion 
that he set my son up in the ad- 
vertising business, and use this as 
a cloak for passing money for fa- 
vors. 

I was followed to the homes of 
friends, and some of them after- 
ward were approached and offered 
suvstantial sums if they could in- 
fluence me, 

My wife, Henrietta Crossman, 
was offered the leading role in a 
play. “ In the course of negotiations 
she was invited to lunch at the 


Ritz-Carlton by the two gentle-| 


men concerned and given to un- 
derstand that if she did not like 
this particular play they would 
back any one she might select with 
unlimited capital if she would use 
her influence with me to grant 
certain favors to a certain distillery. 
The business cards of these two 
gentlemen are still in my posses- 
sion, 

Of course, the consideration men- 
tioned ended Mrs. Campbell’s in- 
terest in the two gentlemen right 
there. She hurried right down to 
my office, much excited. They 
trtied to telephone her several 
times afterward, but she was afraid 
even to talk to them on the tele- 
phone. 

I can distinctly remember my 
feelings when I was first “proposi- 
tioned.” An attorney I had known 
a long time came and made no 
bones about wanting to “cash in” 
on our friendship and split fees 
with me. I wanted to run out of 
the office and never come back. 


Of course in none of these cases\ 


would it do any good to complain 
to the United States Attorney. 
There never were any witnesses. 
The only way was to sit tight and 
keep my mouth shut. 

Not finding me amenable to 
bribery the bootleggers tried in 
every way to get some other hold 
on me. Men who had been my 
attorneys, stenographers, press 
agents, managers and actors from 
my theatrical days, even former 
office employes, were approached 
to find out if they knew some- 
thing in my past which would give 
some hold on me; they went back 
20 years and more, | 

My official automobile, going 
back and forth from New York to 
my home in Pelham Manor, was 
followed for days and days in the 
hope that some time I might do 
something indiscreet that I could 
not have made public. 

Favors for Contributions. 

Out of my past was combed a 
bankruptcy proceeding from which 
I had been discharged.13 years be- 
fore, and an effort was made to re- 
open it. I nipped this in the bud, 
for when I was served with papers 
in the action I immediately told the 
newspapers, and thus killed any 
idea that I might be influenced by 
fear of publicity. The matter was 
immediately thrown out when it 
came to trial in Federal Court. 

I had indorsed several notes ina 
moving picture project before I en- 
tered the Government service, and 
judgments for some $7000 were se- 
cured against me. Several times I 
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had offered to compromise the 
judgments, but my offers were re- 
fused. 

After I became administrator in 
New York several persons offered 
to assume these obligations, if I 
would loosen up a little in certain 
permit matters. 

Is it any wonder, with all this 
continual pressure of attempted 
bribery and intimidation, that some 
prohibition officials go wrong? 

' But quite as important as any 
actual bribery is the corruption 
that comes from the use of prohi- 
tion as a political grab bag. The 
politician who would not think of 
actually giving or accepting a mon- 
ey bribe will have no hesitation at 
all in giving a favor in return fora 
campaign contribution or another 
political favor .

Analysis of Explosion in Engine of 
Automobile. 

A “picture” of the peculiar 
shaped explosion in a speeding au- 
tomobile engine was made public 
in a report to tle Society. It was 
given out as the first complete ex- 
planation of the action that drives 
the world’s automotive equipment. 

General Motors chemists at De- 
troit obtained the “picture” with a 
device which extracted from a fir-- 
ing cylinder samples of the explod- 
ing gases. They were able to pick 
out the first sample when the ex- 
plosion was only a tiny flash, start- 
ing from the spark plug. They 
obtained samples of each succeed- 
ing step in the explosion until the 
entire sylinder was filled with fire. 
The report was made by Dr. Lloyd 
Withrow, Wheeler G. Lovell and 
T. A. Boyd. 

There is a main explosion wave, 
they found, which shoots through 
the center of the chamber, and an- 
other then follows the side walls. 
The central explosion travels the 
faster, and is constantly accelerat- 
ing until three-fourths of the gas 
charge has been burned. The last 
quarter of this explosion travels at 
decreasing speed. But the slower 
explosion along the side walls does 
not decrease speed in the final 
quarter. It is in this last quarter 
that “knocks” are produced, seem- 
ingly when there is too much speed 
of explosion at the finish. Tests 
ef anti-knock substances showed 
that they did not affect the explo- 
sions during the first three-quar- 
ters rush.
